On pay day here- 
after, however, the Preeldent will re- 
ceive $6,250, a full month's propor- 
tion of his $75,00<) annual stii>end. 

The treasury dei>artment contem- 
plates eaubiiahlng a pmoadont to toe 
method of paytag Paul dial 
Since the daya at 
Preaident Of the United States has 
been paid by what Is known as an 
"accountable warrant," which means 
money to be accounted for. A "set-

booha aaalaat the eradlto aude to 
him duriac hIa term of office.
